the Llewelyn Iron works in Los An­ 
geles on Christmas day, 1910. 
Jam es B. McNamara’s confession 
clears up absolutely the tragedy of 
the explosion and fire which at 1:07 
o'clock on 
the morning of 
Oct. I, 
1910, wrecked the plant of the Los 
.Angeles Times at F irst and Broad­ 
way and caused the death of twen­ 
ty-one persons. For nineteen of these 
deaths the McNamara brothers were 
indicted.
